KPFA  and  its  parent  organization, 
the  Pacif  ica  Foundation,  are  engaged 
in  a  number  of  important  legal  strug- 
gles which  vitally  affect  your  rights  to 
the  free  flow  of  information  and  en- 
lightenment. 

Early  this  year,  the  Federal  Com- 
munications Commission  issued  a 
declaratory  judgment  against  Pacifica 
station  WBAI  (New  York),  charging 
that  station  with  having  broadcast 
"indecent"  material.  The  broadcast 
in  question  was  a  study  of  language 
sensitivity  in  society;  part  of  that 
broadcast  was  a  record  by  comedian 
George  Carlin  which  included  a  satir- 
ical piece  "seven  words  they  won't 
let  me  say  on  TV." 

A  listener  complaint,  from  a  man 
who  said  his  seven-year-old  son  was 
listening  in  his  car  at  the  time  of  the 
early  afternoon  broadcast,  triggered 
an  FCC  investigation.  (Presumably 
the  man  threw  his  son  out  of  the  car 
or  held  his  hands  over  the  boy's  ears 
for  the  ten  minute  Carlin  routine, 
for  it  seems  the  man  heard  the  whole 
thing.) 

People  in  Washington  who  pay 
attention  to  such  matters  tell  us  that 
the  FCC  had  been  searching  for  a  test 
case  in  order  to  enforce  the  vauge 
"new  ethic"  concept  promoted  by 
FCC  chairman  Richard  Wiley.  The 
"new  ethic"  seems  to  be  composed  of 
moralistic  cliches  gleaned  from  the 
life-styles  and  fantasies  of  the  Nixon 


appointees  who  dominate  the  FCC. 
Their  declaratory  judgment  against 
WBAI  is  a  vague  series  of  pseudo- 
ethical  denunciations  of  language 
which  they  presume  "unsupervised 
children"  will  be  corrupted  by  hear- 
ing.  No  attempt  is  made  to  define  a 
number  of  key  concepts  used  in  the 
decision(what  is  a  child?  what  is 
supervision?). 

But  the  nature  of  Federal  Regu- 
latory agencies  is  such  that  they  can- 
not be  successfully  challenged  by 
those  subjected  to  their  rulings  ex- 
cept through  expensive  and  lengthy 
cour  processes. 

The  Radio  and  Television  News 
Directors  Association  has  asked  for 
reconsideration  of  the  FCC's  ruling, 
asking  whether  the  ruling  would  ban 
so-called  "indecent"  language  when 
it  is  presented  in  news  programming 
contexts. 

Whether  or  not  the  FCC  decides 
to  create  an  exception  for  news 
broadcasts,  Pacifica  is  certain  to  have 
to  take  the  Carlin  case  to  the  Federal 
courts.   At  stake  is  your  right  to  hear 
some  of  the  most  relevant  poetry  and 
drama  written  now  and  in  the  past 
(including  original  radio  plays  now 
being  produced  at  KPFA  under  a 
grant  from  the  National  Endowment 
for  the  Arts).  Under  the  present 
ruling— which  we  must  comply  with 
in  all  its  vagueness  about  "unsuper- 
vised children"  and  hours  when  they

Day... 


SATURDAY  24 

The  people  of  Southern  Africa 
have  been  waging  a  very  hard  combat 
against  foreign  imperialism,  apartheid 
and  military  invasion  for  many  years. 
The  entire  world  has  become  aware 
of  the  colossal  effort  of  these  people 
for  their  national  existence.   It  was  in 
recognition  of  these  struggles  and  as 
a  symbolic  gesture  of  support  that  the 
Organization  of  African  Unity  Liber- 
ation Committee  established  African 
Liberation  Day  as  a  holiday  in  the 
late  1960s  and  later  adopted  it  by  the 
42  member  OAU  Council. 

In  1971  Owusu  Sadukai,  along 
with  a  team  of  filmmakers,  visited 
some  of  the  liberated  territories  of 
Mozambique.  Owusu  Sadukai  was  at 
that  time  head  of  Malcom  X  Libera- 
tion University  in  North  Carolina  and 
was  the  first  black  person  in  the  U.S. 
to  be  invited  to  Mozambique  by  the 
Front  For  the  Liberation  of  Mozam- 
bique (FRELIMO).  The  outcome  of 
that  visit  was  the  film  A  Luta  Con- 
tinua.   He  also  came  to  some  impor- 


tant conclusions  concerning  the  na- 
ture of  support  black  people  could 
give  to  the  liberation  movements  in 
Southern  Africa.  When  Sadukai  re- 
turned to  the  U.S.  in  1971,  he  or- 
ganized an  effort  to  nationally  com- 
memorate African  Liberation  Day 
as  a  basis  of  unity  and  solidarity  for 
the  liberation  movements. 

Although  one  aspect  of  the 
struggle  in  Southern  Africa  has  been 
won  with  the  political  shift  in  the 
government  of  Portugal  and  the  re- 
lease of  its  African  territories,  a  very 
important  and  crucial  political  situ- 
ation still  exists.  African  Liberation 
Day  will  be  celebrated  at  Arroyo 
Park  in  East  Oakland  on  24  May 
1975.   A  march  will  begin  at  11:00 
am  ,  and  speakers  and  entertainment 
will  continue  until  dusk.   You  can 
hear  all  of  the  activity,  plus  tapes  of 
representatives  of  the  various  liber- 
ation movements,  plenty  of  selected 
African  music,  and  ongoing  analysis 
of  the  day's  events,  all  on  KPFA 
24  May  beginning  at  1 :00  pm  until 
7:00.   It  promises  to  be  a  tremendous 
day  of  recognition  and  support  and 
live  broadcast  for  our  listeners.  The 
program  will  be  produced  by  Splibs 
of  the  Souls  of  Black  Folk  along  with 
a  little  help  from  our  friends  in  the 
Third  World  Department.

might  be  listening— you  would  be  un- 
able to  hear  such  popular  recent 
broadcasts  as  the  readings  from  Studs 
Terkel's  Working;  the  interview  with 
Eldridge  Cleaver;  dozens  of  live  anti- 
war rallies;  poetry  by  scores  of  Bay 
Area  poets;  and  much  of  the  program- 
ming presented  on  Unlearning  to  Not 
Speak,  Fruit  Punch,  Lesbian  Air  and 
Lesbian  Express. 

The  political  nature  of  the  current 
fight  can  be  seen  from  an  examina- 
tion of  the  programming  now  being 
censored  by  the  FCC.   It  is  natural 
for  people  who  feel  strongly  to  ex- 
press themselves  strongly:   these  are 
the  ones  being  censored.  And  it's 
natural  for  people  who  oppose  pro- 
test in  the  many  overt  and  covert 
ways  practised  by  the  Nixon-Ford- 
Rockefeller  administrations  to  at- 
tempt restrictions  of  that  protest, 
whatever  form  it  comes  in:   these 
are  the  ones  doing  the  censoring. 

We  will  have  allies  in  our  court 
battle  (both  the  Association  of  Public 
Radio  Stations  and  the  Media  Access 
Project  in  Washington  have  already 
offered  their  support).   But— as  in  the 
past— the  burden  will  fall  on  our  rela- 
tively impoverished  selves  to  fight  for 
your  right  to  hear  what  you  can  read 
and  speak  at  will. 

Another  difficult  battle— one 
which  may  find  me  in  jail  by  the  time 
you  read  this— concerns  our  struggle 
to  stop  Grand  Juries  from  forcing 
KPFA  and  other  Pacifica  stations  to 
act  as  an  arm  of  law  enforcement.  As 
you  may  know,  we  lost  a  long  and  ex- 
pensive legal  battle  in  the  case  of  Will 
Lewis  of  KPFK  (Los  Angeles). 

As  a  result  of  this  case,  Grand 
Juries  have  forced  us  to  turn  over 
documents  submitted  to  us  confiden- 
tially.  In  one  case,  when  I  was  called 
before  the  Grand  Jury,  the  document 
under  subpoena  was  handed  over  to 
the  FBI  immediately  after  I  gave  it  to 
the  Grand  Jury  foreman. 


Grand  Juries,  you  may  remember, 
were  constituted  to  stand  as  a  buffer 
between  accuser  (the  government) 
and  accused  (any  of  us).   In  recent 
years,  however,  Grand  Juries  have  be- 
come coercive  instruments  of  govern- 
ment repression.  We  feel  that  in  cases 
where  we  can  resist  this  tendency, 
we  must  resist  it  in  order  to  preserve 
our  independence,  and  your  right  to 
have  controversial  material  heard  on 
the  air. 

The  case  we  are  fighting  as  this 
Folio  goes  to  press  concerns  a  tape 
of  poetry  by  women  from  the  Weather 
Underground  which  was  broadcast 
during  the  week  of  International 
Women's  Day  in  March.   KPFA  be- 
lieves that  this  tape  is  not  government 
property  merely  because  the  govern- 
ment says  it  wants  it.   No  allegations 
of  any  crime  committed  are  contained 
in  this  poetry.   It  seems  to  us  that  we 
are  witnessing  an  attempt  to  increase 
police  powers  at  the  expense  of  me- 
dia independence,  and  that  this  must 
be  resisted. 

Of  course,  this  strains  our  re- 
sources once  again.  We  are  fortunate 
in  having  the  services  of  experienced 
Grand  Jury  attorneys  Doron  Wein- 
berg and  Mary  Morgan  to  represent 
us.   But  the  disruption  of  our  already 
overstretched  administrative  resources 
make  the  increased  government  pres- 
sure a  drain  on  our  operations  and 
growth.    .

Eugene  Smith 


This  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  most  important  and  moving  photographic 
books  of  our  times.  In  the  early  1950s  the  Chisso  Chemical  Company 
began  to  poison  the  waters  around  Minamata,  Japan,  with  industrial 
waste.  Upwards  of  10,000  people  were  ultimately  affected — maimed, 
blinded,  and  even  killed — by  mercury  from  the  fish  that  absorbed  Chisso's 
wastes.  For  several  agonizing  years,  while  men,  women,  and  children 
suffered  unimaginable  horrors  (and  Chisso's  managers  implacably  refused 
to  curtail  their  lethal  operations),  Eugene  Smith  and  his  wife,  Aileen, 
recorded  the  fate  of  the  villagers  of  Minamata'  in  these  unique 
photographs. 

Eugene  Smith  has  been  hailed  as  one  of  the  outstanding  American 
photographers.  His  work  appeared  in  Lite  Magazine  for  many  years;  some 
of  the  most  famous  images  in  twentieth-century  photography  have  been 
furnished  by  Smith:  the  country'  doctor,  Pittsburgh,  the  Spanish  village, 
Schweitzer  at  Lambarene,  Welsh  miners,  and  now  the  villagers  of 
Minamata.
